Dear Mr Lyons: 


I guess by now you are wondering what hole I have 
dropped into! Due to an extraordinary work load (not the least of 
which is that all the work of this foundation within the past several 
months has fallen to me), leaving a backlog of the better part of a 
hundred letters to answer, I have only now been able to give this let- 
ter the attention it deserves. 

I presume Larry Larson gave you a report of our long conference 
which, I think, proved mutually profitable.' One curious, subsequent 
development---concerning TheProcess (about which he was most enlight- 
ening)---is detailed in the enclosed copy from a letter to Mr Bernard 
Fensterwald. As I believe you see Larry Larson at intervals, perhaps 
you will want to share it and this letter with enclosures. I found 
Ed Sanders! book to be, of course, the most comprehensive account I 
have seen on this outfit. Upon noting his statement that, while in 
Los Angeles in 1968 The Process agents stayed at an address on North 
Highland Avenue, south of Sunset—Question: Was that anywhere near 
1141 North Highland (now a newly-paved parking lot), <at_thay time the . 
hea E j of American United (the Radical Ri of 
anti-Semitic hate-peddlers, headed by Anthony Hiler and John Stein- 
bacher, allied with Myron C. Fagan, and with its followers called "Free 

Rightists")? They profess to be rabid foes of "the Occult" and preach

than AMORC). I have been told that Hilder who heads this fanatical, 
HM outfit has a Bleck mistress (so anything might be expected 
of them). 
Question: Do you know anywhere that I might obtain access to at 
least the first 55 AMORC "Master Monograph" lessons? Any ex-member 
you know who might have these? I have discovered solid evidence that 
Sirhan was a member of AMORC for not more than one month and therefore 
could not#@¥8 argued in his trial, hypnotized himself by practicing their 
Ncoandle-4nd-mirror" meditation technique, since I assume (and wish to 
ascertain) that this technique is not taught in the first month.

Have you been eble to obtain any derogatory information concern- 
ing Manly P Hall or his activities? I inclose a photocopy of the pages 
in his book The Guru, which I showed Larry Larson, demonstrating Hall's 
incredible approval and promotion of the blood-sacrificing Kali Tantrik 
cult. Whether the tale he tells is a fiction or a veritable "psychic 
materialisation", at any rate his use of it brends him as one in the 
entourage of the "Black Coddess" whom he openly pictures as a blood-suckinq 
vampire! He has been peddling this book for 97 years, while being trump- 
eted as "America's No. 1l Philosopher," and he has succeeded in building 
for himself the biggest librery, the biggest name and the biggest (elite) 
support of anyone in the western Occult world, all the while and despite 
this. His political connections have been formidable (the late Governor 
Knight of California being one of his Trustees on the boerd of his Phil- 
osophical Research Foundation). Most incredible to my way of thinking, 
however, is that no Theosophist or student of Madame Blavatsky (who Hall 
has Mn ee tained as the chief fountainhead of Occult Wisdom in the 
West during the last 200 years) has raised a question against his teach- 
ings (he has criss-crossed this country speaking under the sponsorship 
of the Wheaton-based Theosophical Society as well as various Scottish 
Rite bodies). And yet Mme Blavatsky makes it crystal-clear what she 
thought of the Tantrik magicians of the Kali school: her Theosophical 
Glossary, for example, p. 170 (Kali---"Evil and wickedness") and p. 519 
(Tantra---"...Kali...is the special energy connected with sexual rites 
and magical powers---the worst form of bleck magic or sorcery." Tantrika 
---"...divided into two classes...the right-hand and the left-hand Sak- 
tas, i.e., ‘white! and 'bleck! magiciens. The worship of the latter is 
most licentious and immoral.") 

In his literature Hall praises this Kali guru as the most"mag— 
ificent" character he ever met; and the only account I have found in 
his publications attributing superphysical powers to a living person 
is of an instance, shortly before his arrival at this guru's chief 
ashrem near Dacca in East Bengal, where the "master" turned a squirrel 
into a bird (Hall misses the fact that any such feat---if it were pos- 
sible---would be an act of black magic by any philosophical definition, 
since it would set the mammal back on the path of evolution!). Hall 
met this "master," let us say his "master," in the early 20's when he 
made a pilgrimage there just after he began his "public work" in the 
occult field. My deduction is he was initiated into their cult at that 
time; and it is interesting to note that his no. 2-man, vice-president 
of his Philosophical Research Society (a practicing, psychologist and 
Ph.D. who specializes, bike Hall, in "hypnotherapy") recently spent 
some time at the University of Calcutta (as a "cover," I would guess, 
for#his initiation). His name is Drake. 

I have been told that Hall married three times and that one of 
his wives committed suicide. Also, the story is that Hall lived at 
the Rosicrucian colony et Oceanside and studied under Max Heindel (who, 
like Mme Blavatsky, vehemently opposed the practice of hypnotism) and 
left to move into Los Angeles a year or two after Heindel's death when 
it became apparent that the mantle was to become Mrs Heindel's. I have 
not as yet been able to verify these allegations; and regret to say I 
have no lead on authoritative sources. My research is concentrating on 
what he himself has put into print (and it is going to cost us $150 just 
to get back-issues of his journal and his books not yet secured). 

Unfortunately, a multi-page analysis (in a letter) I did on Hall 


(including his tip-off on the use of drugs in his initiations) has been 


misplaced (I am in the process of transferring all these case papers into 
a new fireproof filing cabinet) and I will have to defer sending a copy 
of this until later. Also, I cannot complete my compilation of names 
relating to Hall and to the Steinbacher group (whose P.O. Box is and

Very little of the moral seriousness of original Buddhism re- 
mains and Shingon (true word) becomes the 'magic word! which combines 

a fantastic idealism with the grossest forms of materialism." 

So this confirms the fact that the 1944 book was not a "fluke" 
in its commendation of Kali worship. As you probably know the Kali- 
worshipping "Thugs" (from the Hindi thag, or deceiver---the assassin

As an exponent of esoteric Eastern philosophy, Mme Blavatsky, with her fol- 
lowers, was chiefly responsible for whatever popular acceptance there has been in the 
West of the doctrines of Reincarnation and Karma (‘‘whatsoever a man soweth, that shall 
he also reap’’).

have blasted a rock by modern means, than it should have shattered the limbs of one per 
cent even of those who have been thus destroyed by the pitiless hand of Russian Nihilists, 
Irish Fenians, and Anarchists?’

The true student has 
ever been a recluse, a man of silence and meditation. With the busy world his habits and 
tastes are so little in common that, while he is studying, his enemies and slanderers have 
undisturbed opportunities. But time cures all and lies are ephemera. Truth alone is etern- 
al" (The Complete Works of H.P. Blavatsky, vol. 1, pp. 307 ). 


(g) Challenged bytraducers, her reaction was: “What are we to expect from a public... 
ever ready to point the finger of contempt at Theosophists and Occultists? Theosophy is 
persecuted with unmerited slander and ridicule...and many are those who hardly dare to 
confess their belief in the philosophy.... Yet no Theosophical Society has ever threatened 
the public with moral decay and the full and free exercise of the seven capital sins under 
the maskof holiness and the guidance of Jesus! Norare their rules secret, but open to all, for 
they live in the broad daylight of truth and sincerity" (Collected Writings, vol.1X, pp. 303-4). 


These forthright declarations and positive sentiments—only a few among many so expressed 
—in support of a high and noble ethic which pays supreme obeisance to the sanctity of hu- 
man life, conclusively demonstrate the absurd futility of any effort to fix on Mme Blavatsky 
ideological guilt for the assassination of Senator Robert Kennedy or anyone else. For the 
same evident reasons, one understands why Mahatma Gandhi, martyred father of non-vio- 
lence, who testified that it was Mme Blavatsky who had directed him into a career in the 
service of humanity and truth, held her in such high esteem that he confessed himself unfit 
to touch the hem of her garments (The First Five Lives of Annie Besant, pp. 349-50, by 
Professor Arthur H. Nethercot of Northwestern University, published by The University of 
Chicago Press, 1960).

This was the first notable * exposé” in 
Parapsychology, and its effect upon the subsea nent 
course of Psychical Research can hardly be exag- 
gerated. Yet, even among skeptics, questions still 
persisted, as when, in 1902, Mr. Podmore named 
Mme.

Even more dependent on 
these “informers” was Dr. Hodgson, the Com- 
mittee’s agent, whose 1893 rebuttal to critics of 
his 1885 Report is here noticed critically for the 
first time. Yet, “for every ten thousand persons 
who have heard and believe that Richard Hodgson 
< exposed’ H. P. Blavatsky as a fraud and imposter, 
not more than one has read his ‘exposé’; and 
that for every thousand of his readers, hardly one 
has ever seen Emma Coulomb's pamphlet" Even 
Hodgson himself largely ignored these earlier- 
published claims by his own chief witness, and the 
reason for this “odd behavior” on his part “ be- 
comes readily apparent once we examine the 
major charges brought against Mme.

It has now been 175 days since The Review of the News first published, over Een 
name, the article “ASSASSINATION”, with its various allegations pertaining to Mme H. ^ 
Blavatsky, founder of the modern Theosophical movement. The Blavatsky Foundation, acting 
in the cause of public enlightenment and in accord with the purposes of its charter granted 
by the State of California, has been active in an investigation of these allegations and of z 
their unacknowledged origin; and, from time to time as circumstances warrant, is drawing 
public attention to their grotesque formulation, while joining others in a continuing public 
challenge that calls for their substantiation or retraction by the author and by The John 
Birch Society over whose name they appeared in The Fresno Guide, page 7, July 3, 1968. 
Having failed thereby to raise any serious public response, we feel it therefore incumbent 
upon us now to address you personally, as the JBS official concerned most intimately there- 
with, on this important matter—important if only because it touches upon the integrity of 
the leadership of The John Birch Society by question of that leadership's acceptance of

to say, Mr. Capote has made no reply to any of these criticisms,) In short, under the search- 
ing light of inquiry, your new authorities on the subject, Capote and Time for June 21, 1968 and 
July 19, 1968, evaporate into nothingness as quickly as did what, on July 30, 1968, you called, 
"my originalsouroe...."! (f ) Finally, even had it been true that ‘The Manual for Revo- 


lution” had been named, its pretended contents so delineated, and attributed to Mme Blavat- 


sky’s authorship (as in *t ASSASSINATION” ), the statement by Mr Capote and the issues of 
Time magazine to which you point would still serve no purpose to explain your own charges 
of June 19, 1968 concerning the title, content and authorship of such a book. Mr Capote's 
statement was not made until his aforementioned TV appearance on the night of June 13, 1968, 
and the issues of Time you refer to only appeared June 21 and July 19, 1968, whereas your 


article *ASSASSINATION'', with its reference to the title, contents, and authorship of the 


pretended book, had been written, transmitted, editorially approved, typeset, proofread, 
printed, bound-up and issued in the number of The Review of the News dated ‘‘June 19, 1968”? 
—and a survey of available numbers shows that the closing-date for content of this magazine 
falls seven days prior to the cover date, ergo the contents for the June 19, 1968 issue went

(1) Ina Press Release of July 5, 1968, toall news media, The Blavatsky Foundation reported 
that the Secretary of the Foundation had ‘‘undertaken to interview personally, firstly, the Rt. 

Rev. James A. Pike, Bishop of the Episcopal Church; secondly, Mr. David C. Fulton, Public 
Relations Director for the World Bank and International Monetary Fund, of which former Sec- 
retary of Defence Robert S. McNamara is President; and, thirdly, Dr. Joseph E. Johnson, 
President of the Carnegie Endowment for International Peace, to obtain either confirmation or 
denial of the above charges framed by Westerfield. 

**Bishop Pike—who has been resident in California for some two years now—assures me 
that he is not, and never has been either a leader, official, or a member of any Theosophical 
organization or group (although he confesses respect for what little, he says, he knows about 
Mme Blavatsky and her endeavors ); and he affirms that he has never attended any Theosophical 
group or meeting in New York City or elsewhere, knows nothing of any “New York Theosophical 
Church,” and has no knowledge of any such chapel ‘shared’ with Theosophists. 

“Mr Fulton informed me that Mr McNamara was presently on an overseas tour and could 
not be reached in time for this Press Release, but there was every reason to suppose that his 
superior—a member, in good standing, of the Presbyterian Church—would be able to make as 
complete a refutation as had Bishop Pike,” 

As if to ward off this criticism, you have written, *«In regard to the connection of ‘Bishop’ 
James Pike and Robert McNamara with the theosophical movement, my source of authority 
was an Edith Kermit Roosevelt syndicated column of July 22, 1962, in which she stated that 
these gentlemen were sponsors of the Temple of Understanding in Washington, D.C.”’ 

(2) Unfortunately, it appears that your reply here overlooks—or attempts to evade—the 
real point at issue. It is not whether or how some ‘‘connection”’, however tenuous or roundabout, 
can be shown or alleged between Robert S. McNamara and (to quote you) ‘‘ ‘Bishop’ James Pike" 
(why now, since your article, have you decided to put Bishop in quotation marks—do you want 
your readers to believe that, after some more remarkably wonderful research, Rex Wester- 
field has learned The Rt. Rev. James A, Pike is a phony Bishop? ) and ‘‘the theosophical move- 
ment." It is something quite different. It is whether you can supply evidence to prove your 
original charges that: (a) there is what is known as “‘the New York Theosophical Church’’ 
and that (b) “Two of the present leaders of the New York Theosophical Church are Bishop 
James A. Pike and former Secretary of Defense Robert S. McNamara.’’

— not even all of these with The Key to Theosophy, Isis Unveiled and The Secret Doctrine 
thrown in for good measure—ayail to document, substantiate or in any way verify the pretended 
truth of any one of the 10 statements appearing in “ASSASSINATION”? and so enumerated as 
false, unproven and unprovable, in the challenge issued to The John Birch Society and its 
Western Director — Public Relations, publicly on October 20, 1968, 

If not these, then who or what did you take as your authority in formulating these 10 enum- 
erated charges? Does not the public have a right to know—even if your members do not—the 
Source and evidence on which pronouncements for its ‘‘education’’ are founded by The John 
Birch Society and its leadership? Especially so, as with the present case, when in times of

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AN INTRODUCTION 


"He who hears an innocent person slandered, whether a brother Theosophist or not, and 


does not undertake his defence as he would undertake his own—is no Theosophist.” 
—H. P. Blavatsky 


*NAViTR RELATIVE IMPUNITY, annually new attacks and ever more virulent slanders (as in 
1967) are launched at HPB...." In a circular-letter of November 1967, we cited the above circum- 
stance as justifyingthe establishment of the then-proposed Blavatsky Foundation. Seven months later 
and less than 90 days after the Foundation began to function, this proved prophetic when the world's 
largest broadcasting network televised to an audience of many millions the first in a series of the 
most inflammatory, vicious and inexcusable falsehoods set against Mme Blavatsky (and, in effect, 
against her followers and Theosophy) since the “Hodgson Report’’ of 1885. In all, some 9 known 
radio and TV broadcasts and some 40 references in the non-Theosophical press of five continents 
brought to the peoples of the world—as fact or controversy—the canard that Mme Blavatsky had left 
to her pupils a seditious manual instructing them in political violence together with a murderous 
design for promoting world revolution through systematic assassinations. 

Lacking any prepared machinery to cope with attacks of this odious nature, what Theosophical 
center can spare competent workers for the hundreds or thousands of hours required for investiga- 
tion and research necessary to adequately answer such attacks?

(3) The third and worst attack came in June 1968, beginning wi 
the aforementioned “Manual” canard—an entirely fictitious allegatio i 
Broadcasting Company, which made no attempt to authenticate it—, a hoax offering The Blavatsky 
Foundation its first opportunity for direct counterattack, We were, in fact, the only Theosophical 
Center to issue a formal Press Release on this occasion—two, indeed, which were mailed in a total 
of some 850 copies to more than 500 addressees in all fields of information media, worldwide. Our 
later newspaper advertisement of October 21, 1968, (circulation: 145,000 within the area reached by 
the first newspaper to reprint the Westerfield pamphlet, Assassination, embodying this canard in 
all its amplified malignancy), was the first and only comprehensive rebuttal, receiving general 
public circulation, to. the John Birch Society attack. Among other favorable results, the publicity 
effort of The Blavatsky Foundation elicited in the non-Theosophical press the longest favorable no- 
tices appearing anywhere in: (a) any publication; (b) any newspaper; (c) any specialty periodical. 
Our 8-page reply to Westerfield, minutely dissecting his progressively devious asseverations, has 
received noanswer to date, although we have the receipt of delivery and the letter was also put into 
the hands of JBS Founder-President Welch who since has promoted Westerfield to the second most 
important post in his Society.

as “the most comprehensive complaint ever filed with the Federal Communications Commission," 
asking that, under its “Fairness Doctrine," the National Broadcasting Company be required to give 
air time to correction of these broadcast falsehoods.

In exposing the crude vulgarity of this shamelessly-false ‘‘exposé,’’ our Secretary (himself an 
astrologer who, in 1958, had been awarded First Prize in the most prestigious international astro- 
logical essay competition ever conducted) proceded to disclose how its author played at literary 
butchery and piracy while fabricating these lies; and, in the course of this rebuttal, Editor Tono her- 
self was exposed as being guilty of gulling her readers with phony forecasts based upon fictitious, 
non-existent astrological aspects which the selfsame issue of this magazine falsely misrepresented 
to the public as ‘‘current planetary aspects"! (Some 250 copies of this rebuttal, as part of a Press 
Release, have been circulated to leadingastrologers, astrological groups and magazine cess here 
and abroad.) We have since been informed that, on the strength of this complaint, Tono's employ- 
ment by the magazine's publisher was peremptorily terminated. 

A Major Project—Its Promise and Need 1 

(10) Some 15 years ago, as one of numerous original discoveries resulting from his search on 
a broad front for unpublished documents pertinent to the Coulomb-Hodgson attack, Mr Carrithers 
was fortunate enough to locate and obtain what, apparently, no other defender of Mme Blavatsky has 
guessed might exist. For the first time, this newly-discovered document provided complete and im- 
pregnable proofof the deliberate fabrication of the worst lies by Dr Hodgson against HPB, monstrous 
falsehoods which she herself called, **more damnable than all the rest," and which, in 1885, tricked 
the Council of The Theosophical Society into withdrawing its official report defending her. This and 
much other previously unknown evidence to vindicate her— including proof of Hodgson's otherwise 
unsuspected misuse of expert handwriting reports, surreptitiously butchered and falsified to ‘‘authen- 
ticate”’ spurious ‘‘Blavatsky-Coulomb letters" — remains unpublished for want of funds necessary to 
complete the study.
